education that followed,and a bunch of other stuff. I think |: 
the rest of the interview's more interesting than these 
exerpts, but this was the best way I could figure out to do it 
while maintaining some coherancy. Anyway, I like talking 
to her + think she’s got a lot of stuff to say. So here we go. 
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Nicole: So Louisa, can you tell us what happened 
to Lucky Tiger the zine? 

Louisa: OK, Lucky Tiger the zine was started 
when I was 13 + Nell + Emmy were 12 in the 
summer of 95. It was started basically because 
we'd just started the band + we didn’t know 
much about zines +we decided that for whatever 
reasons that would be something we'd be 
interested in doing. + what happened is we ran 
into complications, Emmy ended up not being in 
the band, there was a period of time when Nell + 
I were the only members of Lucky Tiger, thus we 
were relatively inactive + looking hopelessly for 
a third member. So we put out issue 2 of Lucky 
Tiger, just the 2 of us, + then the 3rd issue came 
out in June of 96, officially with me + Nell + 
Tara- who was the new member + had joined in 
December + we were really happy, this marks her 
one year anniversary- + so like even though the 
3rd issue was officially the three of us cuz it was 
like the Lucky Tiger zine, but Tara didn’t really 
write anything for it, + the problem was that it 
wasn’t serving any purpose anymore, because it 
wasn’t an outlet for anybody at that point, maybe 
it wasn’t in the beginning, but since it was our 
first zine it was a learning experience. 

Cuz it was like, you know, we didn’t really know 
how to do a zine, we’d never had to do that kind 
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of thing potas you now, the are + fathabaak 
+ So after three issues that were pretty long, not 
like incredibly long, but pretty big, you know, we 
sort of figured out what we were doing. By the 
time Lucky Tiger zine stopped it was because 
Tara wasn’t so much into writing for it, + since I 
was basically the person putting it together, for 
Nell to write in it was just a chore for her. I’d 
have to say “you need to give me yr articles by 
this date” cuz it has to all fit in, + my articles 
were a chore for me because I had to fit, + it was 
sort of more limiting + embarrassing because of 
the people I was doing it with, even though that 
doesn’t really make sense. 

You mean it was harder for you...
